A pattern of “criminal in- 
filtration and violence was 
permitted to take place in 
St. Louis, with Gibbons’s per- 
mission.” Testimony showed 
Senator McClellan continued, 

that “Gibbons was present 
and assisted in planning spe- 
cific acts of violence.” Vio- 
lence was enumerated as 
“beating of drivers, tipping 
over of cabs and the running 
of a cab into the river.” 

3. Gibbons evidenced com- 
plete disregard and contempt 
for law-enforcement agencies 
and instructed his followers 
not to co-operate with po- 
lice.”” He permitted his as- 
sistants to carry arms and 
purchased holsters for their 
weapons with union funds, 
McClellan said. These steps 
were without proper permits 
and against the advice of the 
St. Louis police.

These in- 
cluded mishandling of funds 
which left the local treasury 
with a shortage of $25,000. 

The witness explained that 
in the Springfield area it is 
difficult to get good leaders, 
that Barrett was popular with 
the union members “and asked 
us to give him another chance 
to operate the local.” 

Counsel Kennedy asked 
whether the union member 
ship was not entitled to better 
representation than -Barrett 
could provide. Gibbons re- 
plied: 

“Yes But as in business and 
politics, there is a need for 
leadership and he was well- 
equipped.” 

Administrative Oversight. 

Gibbons said Barrett's failure 
to turn in per capita payments 
he had collected was an “ad- 
ministrative oversight.” and 
that the charges against him of 
mishandling union funds meant

WASHINGTON, Sept. Ill 
(AP)—The Interstate Com- 
merce Commission vesterday 
authorized a new adjustment 
of railroad freight rates and 
rail charges for special serv- 
ices performed for shippers. 

The move is designed to net 
the carriers additional revenue 
of about $12,000,000 a vear 

The action closed out a pro- 
ceeding started late last year 
in which the railroad industry | 
sought increases ranging from 
1 to 5 per cent on most freight 
items and proposed a long list 
of operating charges 


The commission authorized 
interim increases of around 2 
per cent in the freight rates 
last February, but suspended 
most of the proposed changes 
in operating rules. 

In vesterday'’s opinion, the 
ICC ordered some cutback in 
previously authorized rate in- 
creases on livestock, pig iron, 
scrap iron and scrap steel, | 
wool and mohair. and a few 
other items 


This will result in a redue- 
tion of about $10.000,000 a 
vear on these items How- 
ever, the commission approved 
increases in special services 
which will bring in $22,000,000 
A substantial part will go to 
the eastern railroads, described | 


as having great need for addi- 
tional income 
Increases Allowed. |

1. A new charge of six cents | 
per one hundred pounds in the} 
rail transportation rates for 
export-import, coastwise and 
intercoastal freight except for 
bulk commodities such as 
grain and coal The charge 
will apply at Great Lakes ports, | 
but not on the other parts of 
the inland waterway svstems 

2 New charges of $2.86 and 
$4.09 per ton for loading and 
unloading of fresh fruit, vege- 
tables and packaged freight at 
New York and Philadephia, 
where loading and unloading 
charges collected at other cities 
in the East have not previously 
been applied 

3. An increase of $1 per ton 
on the same type of shipments 
at other eastern cities This

Columbia Bottoms Rezoning |. 


Delayed by County Council 


Action on a proposal to re- 
zone Columbia Bottoms for an 
industrial park was deferred 
by the St. Louis County Coun- 
cil yesterday. 

A recommendation by the 
County Planning Commission 
that the 5000-acre area be re- 
zoned from _ residential and 
farming purposes to heavy in- 
dustrial use was referred to 
the County Counselor's office 
for study. The counselor was 
asked to determine what safe- 
guards could be set up to pro- 
tect the county if present 
Plans for the industrial park 
are dropped. 

Councilman Thomas 4 
Dunne, whose First | District 
includes the site, said he had 
been informed such a study 
would require a month. 

Dunne said that if the plans 
of the Industrial Park Corp. of 
the Chamber of Commerce of 
Metropolitan St. Louis should 
fail, the rezoned land would 
continue under the ownership 
of the city of St. Louis and re- 
main out of the reach of the 
county tax collector. 

Specific Plans Requested. 

County Planning Director 
Hermann Wagner said the In- 
dustrial Park Corp. had been 
asked for more specific plans 
for developing the site. Such 
detailed plans would cost about 
$100,000, he said, and the cor- 
poration had declined to au- 
thorize such an expenditure 
unless assured of the rezoning 
Dunne’s motion to refer the 
recommendation to the County 
Counselor was passed. 

A resolution approving a 
proposal for a $4,100,000 bond 
issue to finance a 12.7-mile 
trunk sewer in the Gravois 
Creek watershed, and urging 
residents in the subdistrict to 
vote for it at a special election 
Oct. 14, was passed by the 
council, 5 to 0 

Councilmen Dunne and James 
H. J. McNary, second district, 
abstainéd from voting on the 
resolution. Dunne said he was 
not opposed to the sewer pro- 
posal but lacked sufficient in- 
formation on the details to

If developments are not to our 
liking near the Chinese mainland, 
the Dulles-Eisenhower policy is 
to hint that America might bomb

The Dulles-Eisenhower interna- 
tional philosophy is to be perfect-

Offer to Little Rock 


Attorney General William P. Rogers at last 
hes done what he should have done months 
ago. He has made a conciliatory proposal to 
Little Rock to fill a vacuum in upholding 
school integration. 

Mr. Rogers wrote the city manager and the 
head of the school board that the Justice De- 
partment would co-operate with local authori- 
ties, if the United. States Supreme Court or- 
dered integration to proceed at Central High 
School. Federal marshals, he said, would “‘per- 
form their proper function” in executing fed- 
eral court orders: otherwise, he added, law en- 
forcement was primarily a local responsibility. 

Arkansas segregationist leaders were quick 


to brand this moderate proposal part of 
a “Communist-dominated” federal tyranny 
Their statements should show Little Rock 


there is no way to appease such defamatory 
nonsense without permitting open defiance 
of the law 

The responsible leadership in the Arkansas 
capital would be well advised to accept the 
Attorney General's offer of co-operation. The 
use of federal marshals is customary in en- 
forcing federal court orders and surely pref- 
erable to the use of federal troops, despite 
Gov. Faubus’s ridiculous comment that either 
marshals or troops mean “occupation.” 

Moreover, Mr. Rogers is offering to do pre- 
cisely what the Little Rock school board criti- 
cized him for not doing last spring. In its 
appeal for a delay of integration, the board 
noted that federal authorities had not applied 
penal sanctions to mob leaders who defied 
the courts. “They have stepped aside,’ the 
local board charged, “and placed on the dis- 
trict the full responsibility of compliance.” 

For its part the Little Rock school board 
never applied for an injunction against inter- 
ference with its gradual integration plan. The 
United States Court of Appeals mentioned 
that omission, too, and Mr. Rogers is correct 
in suggesting that the injunctive process 
proved effective when violence flared earlier 
in Hoxie, Ark., and in Clinton, Tenn 

Thus the Attorney General has offered law- 
abiding citizens of Little Rock a means of 
being prepared, in case the Supreme Court 
orders the high school to re-integrate, and in 
case violence erupts as it did in the last term. 
The school board can protect its original in- 
tegration plan by seeking an injunction. Fed- 
eral marshals can arrest those who violate 
the injunction. Local police can maintain 
order 

This is an outline for co-peration in main- 
taining law and order without a first resort 


to troops. Isnt that what Little Rock's lead- 
ers said they wanted? The next move Is up 
to them.

Former Senator George H. Bender of Ohio 
has had a second thought about accepting the 
Teamsters Union's pay to head an investi- 
gating committee to clean up the Teamsters 
Union. He says he will turn over his $250 a 
day compensation to charity. This indicates 
certain qualms on Mr. Bender's part, but ex- 
actly what qualms they are he does not pin-

If the onetime United States Senator 1s 
sure of the rightness of his action in accept- 
ing the assignment, what could be wrong 
about taking the money” If he isn’t sure, why 
doesn't he quit? In either event, no amount 
of donations to worthy causes is going to 
make it look any different to take a mans 
money for passing judgment on his virtue. 


Platforms at Jefferson City 

In accordance with Missouri law governing 
the affairs of our political parties, the Repub- 
licans and Democrats have made their bienni- 
al trek to Jefferson City to draw up and 
adopt their state platforms. The usual thing 
is to view with alarm or to point with pride, 
depending on which party is in office and 
which is on the outside. For the most part 
the planks ordinarily are not much more 
méaningful than those adopted by the con- 
ventions preceding presidential elections. 

Of all the planks approved this year at 
Jefferson City, that of the Democrats on the 
issue of public school desegregation is most 
worthy of notice. Remarkable for its strong 
language. it reads: 

Racial segregation imposed by laws or any 
other means is contrary to the principles on 
which democratic government is based. We 
therefore hail the decisions of the Supreme 
Court outlawing state-imposed segregation 

We are proud that Missouri at once moved 
resolutely forward toward iniegration of its 
educational system, and did so in a spirit 
that must have stirred the hearts of free men. 

Obvious problems remain, but Missourians 
of good will are solving them with tolerance 
and understanding, and are setting an exam- 
ple which some other parts of the nation 
might well observe

occupied notably with proposals to increase 
old-age assistance benefits—without any rise

Both parties regrettably missed an excel- 
lent chance to go on record in favor of with- 
holding the Missouri income tax. as the fed- 
eral tax is now withheld. There is no simpler 
wav to increase the state revenue without 
an increase in income tax rates. 


Canary Islands Remittance Man 


The disadvantages of a pension plan of 
which the principal person-to-be-pensioned 
plays a major part in the drafting should be 
apparent. And so should the disadvantages 
of a pension plan in which the number of 
principal persons is unexpectedly multiplied. 
A Senate committee in Colombia is now try- 
ing to decide what it can do to remedy at 
least one major defect in that nation’s pen- 
sion plan for former presidents 

The committee seeks to determine if Co- 
lombia must go on paying a monthly pension 
of $3000 or of just $375 to Gustavo Rojas Pi- 
nilla. the dictator who was deposed in 1957. 
Gen. Rojas Pinilla, who was rather prescient 
jt now appears, decreed during his term in 
office that the presidential pension of 3000 
pesos would be considered as meaning 3000 
dollars when the recipient resided outside 
Colombia. When the long-suffering Colom- 
bians rose and ousted him, the general 
promptly flew to Spain. He now is flitting 
about the Canary Islands with only his pen- 
sion between him and having to work. 

After his ouster, Rojas indirectly dealt the 
Colombian treasury another blow. It was 
found necessary for a military junta of five 
to succeed him until Alberto Lleras Camargo 


was inaugurated last August. Each one of 
them was sworn in as a president. There 
now are 13 former heads of government on 
the Colombian pension rolls. Although things 
are not as bad as when Drake sacked Car- 
tagena, it is no light load to be pensioning 
13 former presidents. 


Mr. Dulles’s Three Hats 


We hope that President Eisenhower, when 
he makes his television-radio speech on Far 
Eastérn affairs tonight, is fully aware of one 
of the people’s chief worries in connection 
with the Quemoy crisis. This is a fear that 
Secretary of State Dulles is being given tbo 
free a hand in the making of crucial foreign 
policy decisions. With the President on vaca- 
tion in Newport and Mr. Dulles issuing grave 
policy statements in his name, there is a 
widespread suspicion that the Quemoy crisis, 
instead of engaging the continuous and most 
solemn attention of the President, has been 
plaved by ear by Mr. Dulles. 

This concern is reinforced by comparing 
the various statements of Mr. Dulles in his 
various capacities. Last Thursday he came 
out of a conference with the President to 
issue a serious statement describing the Pres- 
ident’s attitude toward Quemoy. Then, as “a 
high Administration official,” he gave news- 
men a briefing on the subject. And on Tues- 
day he explained matters further under ques- 
tioning at his regular news conference as Sec- 
retary of State. 

It now develops, as Marquis Childs reports. 
that Mr. Dulles speaking under the protection 
of anonymity went considerably farther to- 
ward committing the nation to the defense 
of Quemoy than he did either as the Presi- 
dent's spokesman or as a Secretary of State 
accenting full public responsibility for his 
words. He is angry that his identity as the 
“high official’ has now been exposed. But 
we think the public is entitled to know that 
Mr. Dulles has been playing such a game. 

Officially, the President's position still is 
that he has not yet made a finding as to 
whether Quemoy is vital to the defense of 
Formosa and shouM therefore be defended 
by American forces. But Mr. Dulles speaking 
anonymously went very far toward suggesting 
that the finding has in fact been made—that 
Americans will fight for Quemoy if the Chi- 
nese Nationalists cannot hold it themselves. 

If this is in fact American policy. it should 
be so stated publicly and responsibly, not by 
Mr. Dulles speaking anonymously as a “high 
official.” 

We have little doubt that Mr. Dulles per- 
sonally would order Americans to fight for 
Quemoy if the Peiping Chinese attack it. But 
we still hope the President will reject the 
reckless gamble and draw back from the 
brink his Secretary of State so loves to tread. 
Then he ought to get himself a new foreign 
policy and a new Secretary of State. 


Monaco: Powder-Keg of What? 

Monaco, though not one of the principal 
powers, still is determined to sink into no un- 
fashionable obscurity. In these days when 
the attention devoted to a nation is in direct 
ratio to its ability to Cause trouble, this prin- 
cipality can ill afford that harmony with its 
neighbors which is the primrose path to 
Oblivion. Perhaps it can never aspire to be- 
come known as the power-keg of Europe, but 
Monaco has its own powder-keg: a smallish 
keg, and a powder that goes more pouf! than 
bang'—but a powder-keg withal. 

The critical state of affairs in which Mona- 
co finds itself arose when the royal Monacan 
household refused to include Lady Docker's 
son Lance in an invitation to her and Sir Ber- 
nard Docker, a millionaire industrialist, to 
attend the baptismal festivities of Prince Rai- 
nier’s son, Prince Albert. Lady Docker, in a 
pet, is reputed to have torn up a paper Mo- 
nacan flag in retaliation. Prince Rainier, not 
to be outdone, has responded with regal dig- 
nity by refusing to let Lady Docker back on 
the Riviera to see Lance represent Britain in 
a water-skiing championship contest. 

Plainly this is a situation which cannot, be 
allowed to deteriorate any further. A policy 
of drift can only lead to the danger of Lady 
Docker's tearing up who knows what, and 
Prince Rainier’s barring who knows whom. 
It may then be too late. While there is yet 
time, we suggest sending over Elsa Maxwell 
as ambassador extraordinary, with plenty of 
portfolio and all that. Peace must be re- 
stored to strife-torn Monaco. 


Status of Sherman Adams 


In the confusion of reports and denials of 
the resignation of White House chief of staff 
Sherman Adams, two facts stand out. The 
first is that although President Eisenhower 
is on vacation in Newport, R.I., Mr. Adams is 
not at his customary desk in Washington. - 

In the past, if the President was away, his 
most trusted assistant was invariably at the 
White House to act for him. This time the 
former New Hampshire Governor who took 
favors and gifts from influence-seeking Ber- 
nard Goldfine is vacationing himself, on a 
fishing trip in Canada. This would appear 
to mean that President Eisenhower is not 
now counting on Sherman Adams as he did 
for more than five years. 

The second fact worth noting particularly 
is that Congressman Keating of New York has 
declared flatly that Mr. Adams should resign 
for “the good of the President and the good 
of the country.” He said further that he ex- 
pected just that development “shortly.” 

Congressman Keating's statement is signifi- 
cant not just because he is the Republican 
nominee for the Senate from New York, but 
because he was prevailed on to run by the 
White House. The New York Representative 
had seniority in the House from a safe Re- 
publican district and he would easily have 
been re-elected in November. He was most 
reluctant to give up his seat and Judiciary 
committee seniority in a gamble for the seat 
of Senator Ives who is retiring. The word 
went to him that it was President Eisenhow- 
ers personal wish for him to run and so he 
was persuaded. 

After the Republican debacle in Maine, 
Congressman Keating has no desire to offer 
his candidacy as a burnt sacrifice for Sher- 
man Adams. He can be expected to make 
that clear to the White House which is re- 
sponsible for his senatorial attempt. 

Whether Mr. Adams has resigned is still 
not known. For the welfare of his party, 
he cannot delay much longer. The avalanche 
of votes that buried the re-election bid of 
Senator Payne in Maine suggests that the em- 
barrassed aide to Mr. Eisenhower probably 
has already waited too long.

“The Supreme Court decision 
barring segregation in public 
schools is being nullified in- 
creasingly by gilded ghettoes,”’ 
Milgram declared. “These 
ghettos often are set up by 
people who mistakenly believe 
their efforts are humanitarian. 
On the contrary, such building 
programs preserve the inferior 
status of the Negro in America 
which each year costs 10 per 
cent of our population $15,000.,- 
000,000 in lower wages or lost 
wages. 


“A moral basis, the Golden 
Rule, must underlie the work 
of community planners and 
builders,” Milgram said. “He 
who would not want to be 
forced into a ghetto pattern 
should not force others to ac- 
cept it. 

“Responsibility for unfair 
housing patterns lies also with 
investors, who can determine 
the pattern of housing they fi- 
nance, and consumers, who 
must try to make builders un- 
derstand, by use of their pur- 
chasing power, that they want 
integrated housing.” 


Milgram said that integrated 
private housing has been 
proved successful by develop- 
ments in the Philadelphia area 
by two developments he is 
building in Princeton, N.J., 
“and by 50 developments of 
private housing built over the 
last 10 years around the coun- 
try.”

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11 
(UPI)\—The State Public Serv- 
ice Commission today ordered 
American Buslines, Inc., to re- 
sume its operations in Missouri 
“on or before Oct. 1.”

Lincoln, 
Nebr., trustee of the firm, told 
the commission that white- 
collar workers would be put on 
as drivers if the commission 
directed his company to re- 
sume operations. Aikman said 
his firm would want protection 
from the state “if any violence 
is involved.” 

There was no such promise 
in today’s ruling by the com- 
mission. It simply pointed out 
that “the public is greatly in- 
convenienced” by the lack of 
service and directed the firm 
to resume operations. 

The PSC noted in its ruling 
that it was retaining jurisdic- 
tion in the case “to make other

operates in several western and 
midwestern states, has been 
idle since the drivers went on 
strike last, July in a dispute 
over wages. It operates in 
western and southeastern Mis- 
souri with terminals to Arkan- 
sas and Nebraska.

He was successful in promoting 
a meeting between manage- 
ment and union last month in 
Springfield, Mo.

¥resh Pork Becoming a Better Value 


Prices Trend Down- 
ward on Pork; 
Poultry Still Best 
Buy; Produce Report. 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 


NEWS IN THE MEAT de- 
partment is the downward 
trend in the prices of fresh 
pork. This doesn’t mean that 
it has stolen the spotlight from 
poultry, which still holds top 
honors, but it does mean that 
within the last two weeks 
pork prices have worked down- 
ward until they have reached 
a point where it is now a good 
Value. 


Supply and prices on beef, 
veal and lamb have not 
changed enough to warrant 
comment. 


Apples and pork have a na- 
tural affinity for one another, 
s0 it is a happy circumstance 
that the drop in pork prices 
coincides with ample supplies 
and attractive prices on green 
cooking apples.

A fresh pork shoulder butt is roasted the same | 
as a pork loin but requires more cooking time because of its | 


chunkiness and small amount of bone. 


To cook a fresh pork should- 
er roast, place it fat side up on 
a rack in an open roasting pan. 
Allow 45 to 50 minutes per 
pound cooking time in a mod- 
erate oven (325 degrees). If 
you use a meat thermometer, 
cook the roast until the ther- 
mometer reaches an internal 
temperature of 185 degrees. 
Add no water and do not cover 

Try . interesting seasoning 
variations such as these when 
cooking a pork roast, either a 
shoulder or loin roast: 

1. Rub the meat with salt, 
pepper and a little ginger or 
sage before roasting. 

2. About half an hour before 
the roast is done, pour over it 
a mixture of undiluted frozen 
orange juice sweetened with a 
little brown sugar. 

3. Rub the meat with a mix- 
ture of one tablespoon salt, one 
tablespoon paprika and one 
tablespoon sty manare.

Pineapple-Sauced Pork Roast. 

Four to five pounds pork 
shoulder butt. 

Three tablespoons 
sugar. 

One-half teaspoon salt.

One-fourth cup water. 

One-half cup catsup. 

One can (eight and three- 
fourths ounces) crushed pine- 
apple. 

One teaspoon soy sauce. 

Place roast, fat side up, on 
a rack in a shallow roasting 
pan. Roast uncovered in a 325- 
degree oven 45 to 50 minutes 
per pound, or until the internal 
temperature as measured by a 
meat thermometer registers

Team Milk With Fruits 


WHEN YOU ARE planning your menus, do you think of 


dessert just as “something good to end the meal,” 
consider its nutritional possibilities? 


you as well as good to eat, 
tion to a well-rounded meal.

SEPTEMBER is the month 
when lazy summer days come 
to an end and “activities” get 
under way, PTA, civic and 
charitable groups start the au- 
tumn programs, and committee 
meetings fill the calendar.

Other suitable braising liq- 
uids for pork shoulder steaks 
or pork chops include barbecue 
sauce, sour cream, tomato juice 
and bouillon. 

For a change, pork steaks 
sometimes are breaded. Before 
browning them dip in beaten 
egg, then cracker crumbs or 
dried bread crumbs seasoned 
with sage, seasoning salt or

WASHINGTON, Sept 11 
(AP)—The Civil Aeronautics 


Board told the airlines yester- 
day they should be able to 
operate jet planes at standard 
fares because the jets will be 
more economical than present 
aircraft. 

The board said that if the 
jets actually prove to be better 
earners, the cost advantage 
should be reflected in even 
lower fares, especially in tour- 
ist class 

One airline, Braniff, already 
has notified the board it plans 
to charge passengers 15 per 
cent extra for riding ‘in the 
faster, smoother jets which it 
will put into service in 1960 

In a statement circulated 
among the airlines for their 
guidance. the board said it 
was inappropriate to decide at 
this time whether a fare dif- 
ferential! for jet services would 
be reasonable 

The CAB said it generally 
has held that fare differentials 


for particular aircraft types 
are inconsistent with sound 
rate making principles It 


added that it sees no reason to 
depart from this established 
policy 

It is particularly important 
that opportunity to operate 
jets in the low fare service be

Indications increased today 
that. barring a change of heart 
by the big boss, Fred Hutchin- 
son would be fired as manager 
of the Cardinals and a succes- 
sor chosen from among Solly 
Hemus. Red Schoendienst, Al- 
vin Dark, Birdie Tebbetts, 
Johnny Keane and Harry 
Walker. 

Although club officials stuck 
by last Sunday's statement to 
the Post-Dispatch that no deci- 
sion would be reached until the 
end of the season. it was he- 
lieved that President August A 
Busch, Jr.. had decided on a 
change in field command. 

Complicating the if-coming 
change, however, and perhaps 
offering Hutchinson his only 
chance at a fourth season. could 
be Busch's inability to obtain 
the man who most appeals to 
him as a manager. 

Three Ex-Redbirds. | 

Of the six names mentioned. 
the first three—Hemus, Schoen- 
dienst and Dark—are players 
who no longer belong to the 
Cardinals. Hemus and Schoen- 
dienst are veteran sécond base- 
man playing regularly with 
Philadelphia and Milwaukee, 
the aging Dark is third base- 
man for the Chicago Cubs. 

If any club sought to strike 
an especially hard bargain for 
a plaver sought as manager 
here. it's unlikely Busch or his 
top lieutenants. Executive Vice- 
President Dick Mever and Gen- 
eral Manager Bing Devine. 
would pay a stiff price in tal- 
ent that is hard to come by. 

It is, in fact, Hutchinson's 
label as a product of Frank 
Lane, the former general man- 
ager who hired him, that is said 
to be almost as much a handi- 
cap to Hutch as a disappoint- 
ing season that finds the Cardi- 
nals still struggling to get over 
000 with only 16 games to go. 
Strong Feeling Against Lane. 

Busch is known to have a 
strong: feeling against Lane. 
first for trading capable young 
players before his powers were 
limited, then for jumping to 
Cleveland last fall without 
consulting his employer. Hutch- 
inson, brought here by Lane 
in 1956, had been re-engaged 
for this season the next-to-last 
dav of a race in which the 
Cardinals finished a surprising 
second 

If. as believed, Hutch’s davs 
as Redbird field foreman now 
are no longer than the waning 
weeks of a dreary season. the 
rock-jawed 39-year-old former 
American League pitcher and 
ex-Detroit manager won't want 
for employment. Brewer Emil 
Sick announced yesterday that 
Hutchinson could return to his 
native Seattle as manager of 
the Pacific Coast League club 
he led to a pennant in 1955. 
Furthermore Hutch is be- 
lieved to have been contacted 
by a major league team regard- 
ing his availability for con- 
sideration as manager. 

Not Prepared for Japan. 

Hutchinson has remained ap- 
parently unruffled through the

You're on your way to fabulous 
vacations that you never before 
dreamed were possible because 
there just wasn’t enough time.

States flag lines will be flying 
jets in regular scheduled serv- 
ice. The world about to 
shrink by 40 per cent 

To the passenger, bound for 
vacation or business, the jet 
engine spells high speed and 
new levels of comfort. 

How much speed? With the 
iritroduction of the first Boeing 
707 jet planes in the fall by 
Pan American World Airways, 
Paris comes 6 hours closer to 
New York. 

The jet liner will fly New 
York to Paris, a distance of 
3680 miles, in 7 hours. The 
DC-7C,. fastest conventional 
piston plane aloft, takes 13 
hours. 

It's as far from New York to 
Buenos Aires as it is from New 
Xork*to Moscow. By DC-7C it's 
20 hours. Jet flying time, 10 
hours 40 minutes. 

Shortly after Pan American's 
first jet soars off the runway 
at Idlewild for Europe on a 
reg@vlariv scheduled flight, 
American Airlines will usher 
in the jet age on domestic 
routes with transcontinental 
flights between New York and 
the west coast. Present flying 
time: 8 hours. By jet: 5 hours 
or less. 

In addition to speed and 
comfort, the jet plane will open 
the airways to more travelers

prepared for the President's 
special assistant for aviation, 


notes: “Estimates of the num- 


ber of domestic passengers 
who travel in any one year 
range from 3,000,000 to 6,.000.-

who fly overseas, still it is 


estimated that 85 per cent of 
the people in this country have 
never flown in an airplane, a 
hige market eyed hungrily by 
the air lines. 

The new jets in economy 
class will be able to carry a 
whopping 165 passengers, as 
compared to about 87 now on 
the DC-7C. 


On all=luxury, first-class 
flights with only four-abreast 
seating, the capacity of the 
planes will be reduced to &6 
Most jets, however, will be 
flown with mixed configura- 
tions.

The jets will cruise at alti-

(13,000 pounds) of all four en- 
gines on the DC-7C—have so 
few moving parts, vibration is 
considerably reduced. And 
noise suppressors reportedly 
have reduced the noise almost 
to the level of today’s con- 
ventional planes. 

The lack of vibration also 
will make plane travel far less 
fatiguing on passengers on 
long trips. 


And, wonder of wonders, the 
jets will sport flush toilets. 

There are several models of 
jets under construction by 
Boeing; Douglas has built the 
DC-8 jet—it is now undergoing 
extensive tests; Convair has 
designed a 600-mile per hour 
jet and in addition many air 
lines have ordered prop-jet 
planes for intermediate routes. 

The prop-jet plane is a wed- 
ding of both pure jet and 
conventional gasoline piston in 
that it utilizes a turbine to turn 
its propellers. 

It's faster than conventional 
piston planes at 400 miles per 
hour but slower than the pure 
jets. Oustanding prop - jet 
planes now in use include the 
Vickers Viscount flown by 
Capital Airlines, Trans Canada 
Airlines, Cubana Air Lines and 
others, and the Bristol Britain- 
nia flown by El.Al Israel Air 
Lines, Aeronaves de Mexico 
and B.O.A.C. Both planes are 
British made.

At speeds of 10 miles a min- 
ute the jet age traveler will 
find that time will play tricks 
with him.

Jet age travel demands jet 
age cooking, and the air lines 
have risen to meet the chal- 
lenge. In its airborne kitchens 
seven miles above the earth, 
Pan American World Airways 
will be able to cook 16 steaks 
to the individual tastes of its 
passengers in seven minutes. 

This will be possible on new 
infra-red ovens which employ 
a quartz panel below electric 
coils. Pan Am chefs call it 
“cooking with glass.” The new 
jet oven is “lighter, quieter 
and less complicated than the 
oven used on propeller air- 
craft. There are no moving 
parts to break down, and hold 
up the dinner,” according to 
Richard O'Leary, Pan Am’s 
equipment development super- 
intendent. 

Ovens now in use produce 
14 meals in 20 minutes. The 
infra-red ranges will turn out 
16 meals in seven minutes. 
And best of all, meat cooked 
under infra-red takes on the 
flavor. of steaks barbecued over 
charcoal. 

A new coffee maker also has 
been designed for the Boeing 
707 which can brew some 200 
cups of coffee in an hour. 

With a capacity 165 passen- 
gers aboard the big plane, 
there will be four galleys in 
simultaneous operation. Dur-
